Without pretending to sufficient phi- 
losophy to answer this question, I will venture to assert that if there is more ore 
found from 250 to 500 fms. deep than there has been above, that such geologists as 
believe that the metal comes from below the shell of the earth instead of above it, will 
find more favour with the public. I am no igneous theorist ; I believe that upwards 
| of 7000 miles inside the crust of our planet is neither fire or solid rock, but something 
| that gives crystallisation to our metallic veins, and life to everything on the surface. 
I do not wish to be understood as considering the Wheal Vor experiment, with 
reference to the existence of metal, entirely new, as 300 years ago the Mexican 
shafts of 60 feet diameter were sunk to 400 fms. deep, and their riches at that time 
gave rise to the nobility of South America, and still they constitute the only noble-

| of lead per fathom ; while the expenses in labour, tools, erection, &c., are of no slight 
| moment. Again, the winters are long and severe; the summers short. Indeed, the 
| winters often lock up all machinery and washing apparatus for a considerable time ; 
| while in the summer season, from drought, they are as often set idle—hence the ex- 
| pensive reservoirs mentioned in ‘‘ Traveller’s” letter. Labour is by no means cheap. 
| A deficiency of fuel exists; while there is a paucity of means of providing provisions 
at a cheap or ordinary rate. Again, the expense of carrying the ore to market, with 
other expenses, amount to full 20s. per ton, which is in itself a high royalty, while 
compared with the other districts, where the royalties vary from 1-15th to 1-20th; 
in this district, however, I know, to my cost, that I-l0th is exacted. The expense 
of bringing to market cannot be much reduced, and moreover the uncertainty of 
shipment and transport from the prevalence of adverse winds. I feel that the claims 
of the capitalist upon the lord should have its effect in reducing these onerous dues. 
I speak from experience, and with feeling, when I say that I have not been fortunate 
enough as yet to be an adventurer in this neighbourhood—where lord’s dues have 
notto the amount of thousands been paid from the pockets of the adventurers by calls, 
and not the profitable returns from the mines. 

The royalties throughout the kingdom have of late been much reduced, not only in 
Cardiganshire, Flintshire, but I might say ail mining districts, which will fora cer- 
tainty benefit the lord ultimately, as such has been proved in other cases, as well as 
the adventurers, and the whole neighbourhood.

This splendid specimen of virgin gold was found at 
Bendigo diggings in the beginning of September, and was forwarded to Melbourne 
for sale by a person who is said to have purchased it of the lucky finder for 11007. It 
was advertised for sale by auction, but, before the day of sale, was sold privately to 
a gentleman connected with the local Government for the sum of 1500/. The nugget 
was delivered at the Admiralty yesterday, by Commander E. K. Barnard, and will be 
presented to her Majesty to-day. The news by the Australian was almost entirely 
anticipated by the ample details from our own correspondent, which we were ena- 
bled to publish on the Ist instant. A letter, dated Adelaide, October 4, says—‘ The 
Martin Luther sailed for Liverpool on the 25th September, with about 1600 tons of 
copper. The Richardson is loading at Port Wakefield for Swansea, and will take all 
the © ore at present lying there ; and it is apprehended that there will be some 
difficulty in getting any quantity of ore or metal carted from the mines either at Port 
Adelaide or Port Wakefield, whilst the present scarcity of labour continues.

Jan. 13.—Three meetings of the iron and coal masters of Staffordshire and Shrop- 
shire have been held this week, each exciting more than ordinary interest. The first, 
which was held at Walsall, on Tuesday, was thinly attended, and very little business 
was transacted. The meeting at Wolverhampton, yesterda: , was j Rowen at- 
tended, and it was said that some large orders were withheld in consequence of the 
high price declared at the preliminary meeting. To-day, the meeting at the Town- 
Hall, in this borough, was still more important. The principals of all the leading 
firms in the district were in attendance ; and most of the large houses in London 
Liverpool, and towns interested in the trade, were represented. Before business 
commenced, a rumour was prevalent that an advance of 20s. per ton was contem- 
plated; but, on the arrival of the leading members of the trade, it became known 
that it was not intended to make any advance, but that the prices decided upon last 
week would be firmly maintained. The meeting may be fairly described as rather 
excited ; the masters determined on retaining the prices, and the buyers anxious to 
effect a reduction,—10/. 15s. were offered in several instances for bars; but, I believe 
there was not a ton sold for less than 11/., regardless of quality. By the masters it 
was urged that the orders upon their books, and daily increasing demands for rails, 
fully justified their quotations; and that many contracts of long standing, which had 
been taken subject to “‘ prices at time of delivery,” were now being executed at the 
advanced price. On the other hand, it was believed by the buyers that the operation 
of the Bank of England, with reference to the discount, is mainly intended to check 
what is held to be excessive speculation in the trade; and under this impression, and 
believing a reduction in the price of iron to be ere long inevitable, the purchasing 
to-day amounted to. what is commonly termed “ from Kend temeute-tecing.”

Things, I think, are at their worst just now, and will continue 
so for about two or three months. Persons everywhere are giving up keeping ser- 
vants—male and female ; everything is complete extortion, entire indifference, and 
articles of consumption or clothing more than double the usual price. Tradesmen 
will take no orders for the manufacture of goods, and no attendance can be secured in 
any way. Three weeks since bootmakers, for instance, charged 3/. for a pair of boots, 
now they won't take orders to make any, and so with other tradesmen. The charge 
now in town for shoeing a horse is 12s. It is impossible to foresee what will be our 
condition here : I expecta very large influx of people when they have played their part 
in the theatre of the diggings. I was almost omitting to acquaint you that my neigh- 
bourhood (Battunga) has become the scene of operations for gold diggings and wash- 
ing; soil I have trod so often for the last 10 years, and always regarded asthe most 
worthless, is quite auriferous, and 200 or 300 persons are now engaged in extracting 
the precious metal. It corresponds to the Mount Alexander soil and water; I have 
witnessed and obtained gold myself from it. Many pounds weight have been taken 
here in the last four weeks. They are now sinking to the pipe-clay, and find gold 
there imbedded, and it is impossible to say what the richness or extent of it may be. 
These occurrences will produce immense revolution in our condition, and Australia 
will have to lay her bosom open to the human race to figure upon it, I fear something 
in the said fashion which has struck California into the class of nations. I shall be 
glad to know of the arrival of the emigrants you speak of; I could put them into some 
good homes at present. The labour that is imposed upon us all now, ladies and gentle- 
men of all ranks and degrees, is dreadful.”

The Elseear Colliery explosion, which so lately resulted in the death 
of 10, and the mutilation of 12 unfortunate individuals—some of the latter 
destined to a life of helplessness and pain, may, without judging fasti- 
diously, be deemed less fortunate in the prolongation of existence than 
their companions, who fell miserable victims to their own recklessness 
and, what is still more to be deplored, the absence of the protective and 
scientific principles by which the subterranean labours in collieries should | 
be conducted—has been inquired into, and if ever the inquest law of this | 
country asserted fully and powerfully its beneficial influence it has done 
so on this oceasion. 

The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death,” accompanying it 
with the recommendation that the suggestions of the Government In- | 
spector should be forthwith carried out. Those suggestions refer to the 
discipline and general management of that pit—one, be it remembered, | 
which has been at work fivé years, is 154 yards deep, and gave, up to | 
the period of the accident, employment daily to 140 persons. The late | 
fatal explosion was the first which had occurred in the Elsecar workings | 
since they were commenced—a fortunate fact, partly attributable to a 
good but insufficient system of ventilation, invented by Mr. B. Brram, 
the mining steward of Earl FrrzwrtxraM ; and partly to that freak of 
chance which, at times, allows the most destructive agency to be dared 
and encountered with impunity. The discipline at this colliery has now 
been emphatically pronounced defective ; the evidence given before the 
jury being condemnatory in the extreme, though advanced in no ac- 
cusing spirit. The Official Inspector is referred to as the rectifier of the 
abuse which-was so long siurred over and tolerated by all; and now the 
public, judging impartially between proprietor, mining steward, Govern- | 
ment officer, and the survivors and victims of this accident will, no doubt,

Were the errors in the mining system which sacrificed the lives of 
62 persons 12 months since corrected >—no, they have endured to cause 
the fatal event of Elsecar ; and in these ~¥ of scientific knowledge and 
mining experience, the enumeration of such a series of fatal catastrophe 
in so short a time is at once an accusation of, and a warning to, the 
whole coal mining proprietary of England. There is no excusing the 
apathy of owners. Partial improvements in the gear of pits and in the 
distribution of workings are, however laudable, not exculpatory. 

It must not be forgotten, that a spark in a powder cask does as much 
mischief asa burning brand; andin the goafs and fiery seams of coal mines 
the observance of the scientific minutiw is as necessary to the general 
safety as the protection of powder from the almost invisible scintilla. 
Where that observance which so conduces to the preservation of human 
life is not peremptorily enjoined and strictly enforced by the discipline of 
a mine, the owner is as much under the moral, if not the legal, responsi- 
bility as though the “ Fire-demon”’ were allowed to revel in the fathoms 
where hard-handed labour toils for its daily bread; unsubdued by trap- 
doors, up-cast and down-cast shafts, patent ventilators, and confidential 
fire-triers. In this instance the crimmal omission amounts to the same 
thing, and although we feel convinced that there is not a proprietor who 
would not shrink from the direct infliction of the slightest bodily injury 
on any of his people, nevertheless the body at large must not be suffered 
to wrap themselves comfortably, through mere force of habit, in the 
cloak of prosperity, and to delude themselves with the idea that their 
duty is performed because they have entrusted to mere practical agents 
the lives of those whose industry gilds their state and supports their ele- 
vation. The responsibility which devolves upon them is of no common 
order. It is comprised not only in the insuring as far as possible secu- 
rity to life in their mines, but also in affording, liberally and effectuall 
affording, to the children of their people—the generation of labour whic 
is to replace the present—the growing youth, the inheritors of toil, who 
are destined to take the pick from the hand of age—such an education, 
such an indoctrination of scientific knowledge, that they may be enabled, 
in their appreciation of the dangers with which inflammable gases and 
stratal organization surround their calling, to guard themselves from 
the appalling fatality which caused, in so many instances, the death of 
their fathers, and cast so many of tender years into an orphanage, help- 
less, pitiable, and dependant on the charity of their kind—an excellent 


| aid, but a wretchedly bad staff of support. 


This great necessity must be ministered to with no selfish or reluctant | 
hand. Proprietors must be up and stirring; reform in their department | 
of labour is required—the industrial resources of their sphere must be con- 
fided for development to the intelligence, not to the prejudices and igno- 
rance, of the people. Above all, let them be assured that in their own 
persons they will exemplify the axiom that a section of a community, 
however independent, can never successfully “ stop the way,” and im- 
pede those principles of progression which eminently characterise not only 
the country to which we have the happiness to belong, but the age in 
which we live. The spirit of enquiry is awakened in the mining popu- 
lation ; it is no longer a mere implement of monetary power or success- 
ful speculation—mens agitat molem ; and those of the proprietorial interest 
who would remain apathetic will most assuredly be coerced to action 


Indeed, it would be suicidal in mine-owners to defer further the reform 
required. The whole country is alive to its importance: the experience 
of the most enlightened points to it, and had all spoken to the question as 
frankly and decidedly as the gentleman whose charge to the jury we still 
quote, the consummation so devoutly to be wished would have been long 
since arrived at. He says—‘‘In all cases of colliery accidents which I 
have had to investigate (unfortunately they have been many, and among 
the most awful which have occurred in this kingdom) two things have 
always been apparent—viz., laxity in the discipline of the pit, and the

the offspring of the most advanced state of chemical science. The result 
of this combination of circumstances must naturally be the establishment 
of a new and interesting branch of industry in this country; while a vast 
amount of foreign silver, hitherto valucless and neglected, will be brought 
into active circulation, to the great advantage of the foreign mines. 

The state of things to which we have all uded, has for some time caused 
considerable importations of foreign ores to this country, but with the in- 
convenience that must always attend any new branch of commerce—the 
arrangements for the reception, preparation, and treatment of the cargoes 
of ore being limited and imperfect. To remedy these defects, and to 
further stimulate the importation of the argentiferous and auriferous ores 
of America, Australia, and other countries, an establishment of a very in- 
teresting nature, and the first of its kind in the metropolis, has, for the 
last six months, been in progress, and is now, though still incomplete, 
doing a considerable amount of business—we allude to the Ore Floors and 
Reduction Works at Millwall, erected by Mr. Perervat N. Jonnson, 
well known for his great ability and long experience in metallurgic ope- 
rations, and which works, we believe, have now been transferred to a 
public company. 

These works are conveniently situate! on the banks of the river, and 
are perfectly laid out for the attainment of their intended object. The 
principal building contains a powerful crushing-mill, with cylindrical 
sieves, the stuff from which is passed to Cornish rolls with French buhr 
stones; the whole apparatus being worked by a steam-engine of 25-horse 
power. Nothingcan be more perfect than the manner in which all these 
operations are conducted, as shown by the extreme fineness of the grain to 
which the ores are reduced previous to being put to pile for sampling. The 
immense advantage which thus results in taking the samples must be well 
known to those who have had experience in silver ores, variable as they 
often are both in richness and composition, even when raised from adjoin- 
ing portions of the same lode. 

The remainder of the works are laid out for smelting and refining fure 
naces, the flues communicating with condensing chambers, and termi- 
nating with a handsome stack upwards of 100 feet inelevation. The im- 
perfection of the means at present used, both in California and Australia, for 
the reduction of the auriferous quartz, is well known, as well as the loss of 
gold which results—a loss which will beentirely avoided by the morerefined 
and perfect modes of reduction which will be employed in this country. 
Hence may be expected the importation of large quantities of thismineral for 
reduction in England as soon as an establisment exists adapted for their 
treatment. On reviewing all the circumstances of foreign and colonial 
mining for the precious metals, and the immense quantities both of ore 
and amalgamation products which can only be rendered available by 
very perfect mechanical processes, followed by the most skilful metallur- 
gical operations, with the further advantage of cheap coals and, when 
needful, admixture of lead ores, we cannot but anticipate the most im- 
portant results from the enterprise inquestion, which we look upon, indeed, 
as laying the foundation of an entirely new branch of industry. 

The London establishment is in connection with much more extensive 
works in the country, so that the sketch we have here given is very im- 
perfect as regards the whole undertaking, though giving some idea of its 
scope and objects. Under the able management which has originated the 
enterprise, and in the short space of six months brought one of the de- 
partments (the sampling and sale of ores) into active operation, we cannot 
but look forward to the most successful and important results.

We last week inserted another letter, signed “ A. B.,” having reference 
to his supposed grievance relative to his allotment of shares in the Anglo- 
Californian Mining Company. As that letter is directed to us owing to 
some editorial remarks on his former letter, we must add a word of com- 
ment, and then we have done with this subject, which possesses no publie 
interest. If we properly understand “ A. B.’s proposition, it is this :— 
That in allotting the unissued shares amongst the shareholders of the com- 

any, the directors ought not to have regarded the number of shares held 

y each applicant relatively to those issued and those remaining to be is- 
sued ; but the number of shares applied for exceeding the number to be 
issued, in the proportion of 53,000 to 20,000, and many shareholders not 
having applied at all, the ratio of division should have been to all appli- 
cants alike, in the proportion that 20,000 bears to 53,000, according to the 
number applied for by each— e. (in round nuwbers), that each appli- 
cant should have had allotted to him two shares for every five he asked 
for, irrespective of the number of shares he might happen to hold. He 
admits that if every sharcholder had applied, the proportion adopted by 
the directors (viz., one in four) would have been correct. 

To illustrate his proposition, suppose A. B., holding 100 original shares, 
applied for 1000 of the unissued shares, and ©. D., holding 5000 original 
shares, also applied for 1000 unissued shares, it would follow, according 
to “ A. B’s.” theory, that if all the shareholders had applied for shares, A. B. 
would have been entitled to an allotmentof 25 shares only, and C. D. to an 
allotment of the whole 1000; but because 900 only of the 1000 share- 
holders apply, the principle is to be entirely changed, and A. B. would be 
entitled to 200 new shares, and C. D. to 200 also. In other words, that the 
fact of C. D. holding 5000 against the 1090 of A. B. is to give him no ad- 
ditional claim. Can anything be more ridiculous than this proposition ? 
He forgets that 100 applicants might hold between them 79,000 original 
shares, and the 900 non-applicants but 1000. “A,B.” will perhaps say, 
‘* But in my letter I say the allotment should have been according to the 
number held by the applicant, and the number asked for.’ Then, to be 
consistent, he must also add, “in the proportion that 20,000 bears to 
53,000 ;”’ in which case the following arithmetical problem would have to 
be solved by the board, preliminary to the allotment. If A. B. holds 100 
shares and applies for 1000, and if C. D. holds 7000 shares and applies for 
200, and E. F. holds 56 shares and applies for 10,000, and if 500 other 


applicants, each holding a different number of original shares, each ap- 


plying for a different number of new shares, and if the whole number 
applied for amounts to 53,000, and the total number to be allotted is 20,000, 
how many shares, without regard to the number issued, is each of the 500 
applicants entitled to? When “A. B.” has worked out thissum, and 
proved it, we shall be happy to insert the figures for the benefit of the 
three or four Cambridge men who are upon the directory of this company. 
We have said this much because “ A. B.” says a principle is involved, 
but the merits of the particular case is not in our province. We shall be 
surprised if the allotment of the shares is not a discretionary matter vested 
in the board, in this as in all other companies ; and we shall be still more 
surprised if the board has not exercised that discretion in a fair spirit, in 
which case “ A, B’s.” premises will turn out as false as his conclusions. 
At any rate, his principle is no principle at all.

This may, perhaps, be an isolated instance, and we trust, 
from the appearance of the labour market, that things will speedily find 
their level: this, however, occurred at Melbourne, and from the accounts 
received from there, we are led to believe that great lawlessness and a 
reckless disregard of all order prevails there. This, no doubt, will soon 
be ameliorated; and we trust thatin the course of a few months we shall 
see that the Anglo-Saxon elements of law and order will be restored in 
every portion of our Antipodean possessions. In the colony of New South 
Wales, however, there appears to be a greater regard to order, and more 
confidence between the employer and those employed, and happily there we 
do not hear of those cases of desertion which are so rife in the neighbour- 
ing colony; and we hope that speedily the same security and order may 
prevail at Melbourne, as is fortunately the case at Sydney. 

One of the companies formed in London for the prosceution of gold 
mines in Australia, the Australian Mutual, is now in operation ; they have 
their location, and their workmen are all engaged there. From what does 


this arise?—the wise constitution of the company; each man is a share- | 


holder, and a partner in the profits. Their location is in New South 
Wales; and it is anticipated that the prospects may prove equally golden 
and certain, more especially as there is greater security. Each man work- 
ing for the Australian Mutual Mining Company has a shure in the pro- 
fits; the gold dust he obtains for his share he can immediately realise 
from the company’s agents on the spot; he has no motive to desert, for, 
in addition to the rate he obtains for his labour, he has a ready market 
for his superabundant earnings—and hence the prosperity of the company. 
We have no doubt, from the great influx of immigration, that shortly 
the labour-market will find its level. Inthe meanwhile we must say, 
that the directors of the Australian Mutual Gold Mining Company have 
exercised great foresight; that while they have secured great bencfits to 
their shareholders, they have prevented their men from deserting them, 
by making them, to a certain extent, co-partners in the undertaking. 





The present extraordinary exodus, not only from our own shores, but 
from every state in Europe as well as America, to the gold-producing, 
prolific, and wealth-securing lands of our Australian dominions, renders 
the question as to the best route for reaching these colonics from England 
of the first importance, individually to the public at large, and ought to 
be one of the very first consideration to any Government for the time 
being, whose duty it is to watch over the well-being of our colonial 
brethren, and the best interests of this country. The time is gone by 
when we are to shut our eyes to improvement, merely for the sake of fol- 
lowing in the old beaten track; and although for centuries our only 
route to the East Indies, Australia, and the islands of the Pacific, has 
been by the Cape of Good Hope, it can be easily shown that great objec- 
tions exist to it, from hurricanes, high seas, and boisterous weather, by 
which no voyage can be calculated on with any degree of certainty ; 
while a more safe, certain, rapid, and economic voyage, can be easily 
pointed out—one securing greater comforts to the passengers, and in 
every way superior. Thus, from Point de Galle to Swan River, hurri- 
canes continually sweep over the Indian ocean with fearful violence, 
seriously damaging end destroying our finest ships. From Swan River 
to King George’s Sound and Adelaide, and the whole southern coast of 
New Holland, violent winds almost « onstantly rage from the west, caus- 
ing prodigious seas, and almost preventing navigation ; and throughout 
the entire distance between the Cape of Good Hope and Sydney, high 
winds and boisterous weather are its almost constant attendants the 
greater part of the year. The route which we consider superior in every 
element of speed, safety, certainty, and economy, is westward by the 
Isthmus of Panama, hitherto avoided on account of the difficulty of cross- 
ing that neck of land; but as the railway will, we have no doubt, be 
completed before the termination of the present year, the only objection- 
able circumstance will be the re-shipment of cargo: but even with this, 
the Toute will be far preferable; for across its entire range over the vast 
Pacific ocean between anama, New Zealand, and Australia, fine weather, 
smooth seas, and pleasant temperature, prevail generally, and even the trade 
winds blow gently, and with constant regularity, It is probable, how~ 
ever, that few years will elapse but the long-projected plan for a ship- 
canal will be carried out, when the means of transit will be complete.

On the best route for this ship-canal we shall have some remarks to offer 
in our next, on reviewing a pamphlet recently published by Dr. CuLLEN 
on the subject. 

While our Government vessels, as well as our merchant marine, are 
all wending their way eastward, for carrying the route through the Indian 
seas, we are happy to find, from a rospectus now before us, that a 
company has y been provisionally registered, under the title of the 
Australian Direct Stream Navication Company, with a capital of 
1,000,000/., in 40,000 shares of 25/. each, of which a portion will be re- 
served for the Australian colonies. Its object is to meet the urgent re- 
quirements for accommodation, caused by the increasing tide of emigra- 
tion to Australia, and the growing importance of our Australian colonies, 
by the establishment of a direct and more expeditions route than those 
now existing, by the Isthmus of Panama, where the railroad now in course 
of construction will probably be completed by September next. Steam- 
ships, of adequate capacity, will be constructed, which at stated periods 
will proceed to Chagres; cargo and passengers will be conveyed by rail- 
way to Panama, where another of the company’s vessels will be ready to 
take them to the colonial cities—accomplis ing the whole distance, 
whether in or out, in about 50 days, and probably at one half the pre- 
sent cost of freight and carriage. Should any better means of transit be 
established than the Panama Railway, the company will avail themselves 
of it. There is a wide field open for such an undertaking, which must 
be productive of great public good; while, as a commercial enterprise, 
there is little doubt a liberal dividend may be secured to the share- 
holder, and a reserve fund formed to perpetuate the stock. 











The large demand for sulphate of barytes, 
poses for which that useful substance is in request, has naturally lately 
created much inquiry. Although this article has been found in various 
places, yet the difficulties of transport have been such, and the quality 
so inferior, that it has not been found of such a nature as to be remune- 
rative to the producers, ‘The use of it in white lead and white zinc is 
most extensive, and the general adoption of it in the manufacture of paper 
hanging, cement, plaster of Paris, grease, soap, 
lisation of beet-root sugar by manufactures on 
much increased the demand for it, so that large quantities command a 
ready sale at highly remunerative prices. A short period since, a com- 
pany was formed for working the mines of sulphate of barytes, situated 
near Kiedrick, in the Duchy of Nassau. These mines have the advantage 
not only ofa facile transport, but the mineral they produce is of the best 
quality. They have been inspected by Prof. ANSTED, of King’s College, 
who reports that they are able, by the sinking of additional shafts, to pro- 
duce at least 2000 tons per meee: 8 which amount the managing council 
have in their power to dispose of. 

The profits on 1000 tons (and we have no reason to dispute the data

rH GOLD MINING COMPANIES OF 1851-1852. 
So much has been written at various times about the gold fields both in California 
and elsewhere, with regard to their geologicai formation, and the various circum. 
stances connected with them, that it would be a work of supererogation to enter iuto 
further detail here, or reiterate statements of aecounts which have long since been 
before the public; sufficient it is to remark that, though hitherto we have heard as- 
tonishing aceounts of the success of individual workers, yet no actual results have 
as yet come to hand of the prosperous effects of the combinations of associations for 
the purpose of carrying on gold mining on a large seale. In California this has arisen 
in a great measure from the absence of law, the deficiency of title, and the numbers 
of reckless adventurers who flock thither immediately on the discovery of the auri- 
ferous deposits. The first company formed here was the Anglo-Californian, which 
was started under most questionable auspices, and was long in bad odour. Even- 
tually the direction was remodelled, and now it holdsa high position. After number- 
less difficulties, Sir Henry Huntley (the superintendent) purchased the fee simple of 
the Dicksburg Mine, which is now in full work, and remittanees expected the earliest 
opportunity, About the period of the Great Exhibition the agents of Col. Frémont 
arrived in London, and each, independent of the other, proposed to grant locations 
which, owing to that officer’s claims not being adjudicated upon, they could not put 
the lessees in possession, and in this state they remain until the p resent day—the 
colonel, when he has the power, being willing to give possession, eithensh the general 
desire of the companies seems at present to act entirely independent of him, and re- 
pudiate all connection. Some of these associations, probably deluded by the glitter- 
ing prospects held out to them, and trusting to the bona Sides of the colonel and his 
agents, made, to say the least, most improvident bargains. As an instance, we may 
cite the Golden Mountain Company, who, for a lease to be contracted for, agreed to 
give Mr. Andrew Smith 3000/. in cash, and 15,000 free shares, 5000 of which were 
actually delivered, Though this company are ina good position at present as re- 
gards their funds, they are now obliged to dispatch one of their directors, who is to 
be there in March, to select a location on which to commence operations, Suffice it 
to say, that in no instance could faith be kept either with Col. Frémont or his agents, 
The Agua Fria, Ave Maria, Nouvean Monde, and other companies, have all either 
been obliged entirely to abandon their contracts, or seek fresh locations. The shares 
of the Agua Fria have been us high as 2 'g prem., and several have purchased at that 
sum. Although they have been done as low as '¢ prem., they now are at 1 prem., 
and the arrangement made by Messrs. Palmer and Cook regarding the remaining 
16,000 shares held by them in virtue of the Agua Fria location has given great confi- 
| dence in the direction. Their machinery is of first-rate order, and their superinten- 
| dents (Messrs. Hepburn and Attwood) men of great experience. The West Mariposa 
| Company have not yet, we believe, settled on their location ; while the Ave Maria be- 
| caine participators in the New York Mine from the 7th ult., and are in expectation 
| of shortly reeciving a cargo of auriferous quartz, which may be tested in this country. 
| _ One of the companies at present onthe market (the Rocky Bar) issued its shares at 
$100 each, but little business has been done in them lately—as will be seen from the 
subjoined table, they have been done as high as 30/.; the lowest price 25/. The 
Carsons Creek Company, under the chairmanship of Mr. John ‘Sadlier (one of the 
Lords of the Treasury), is held under the squatters’ title, owing to certain parties 
having taken forcible possession of large quantities of ore on the mine, being the past 
inducement (o work the property.

The most important, however, of all the gold discoveries has no 
our own Australian colonies, and less definite accounts can be given of them than. an 
of the others we have ated. The 8 lately arrived from there, 
from the colony of Victoria, show an amount of lawlessness which proves 
trict to be in a worse state than California at its most disorganised ;

During the past year great doubts were thrown on seyeral companies, as to whe- 
ther they were in ion of the locations they stated; and it would appear from 
accounts lately received that the title is secure to all those in New South Wales, though 
the workings there have been neglected for the more flattering projects in the neigh-

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bouring colony. Several of the companies have realised large profits by the purchase 
of gold dust. The Australasian, which is composed or of gentlemen con- 
nected with the colony, has always held a high position, and though the 2/. shares

The arrival of the Australian, mailsteamer, with a report from Mr. Webb, the min- 
ing manager, and Mr. Rutland, the captain of the Australian Auriferous Ore Reduction 
Company, has induced the directors of that company to wind-up their affairs: it would 
appear, that i diately on landing nearly all the men deserted; in consequence of 
this, the only course left to him, as he*thought, to save further expenses, was to wind« 
up the affairs of the ye! in the colony. The Australian Agricultural Company 
held for a long period a considerable position, owing to their lands having on them 
auriferous deposits ; and although for industrial purposes they had been at a low rate, 
yet as soon as the discovery of gold was known, bs were done as high as 335/., and 
the lowest price for them has been from 236/. to 2707. 

The aceounts from the diggings themselves almost exceed what we have read of the 
Arabian Nights. No less than 100,090 peopleare employed in the gold diggings of 
Victoria. From the 3d to the 26th of September, the yield of Mount Alexander and Bal- 
larat amounted to 366,193 ozs. The New South Wales gold sells at 3/, 7s, 6d. per oz., 
that from Victoria at 3/. 10s. 9d. per oz., at Sydney. 

Some of the companies started, the public had not sufficient confidence to advance 
the capital requisite for a commencement ; while one case—we do not wish to be in- 
vidious—was of so disreputable a character, the directors making loans to each other, 
that it became a question whether acriminal indictment could not be preferred against 
them. The discovery of gold near Adelaide have likewise stimulated enterprise in 
that quarter,’and a company, with a capital of 150,000/., in 75,000 shares, was started 
for working mines and land in that district, under most respectable auspices, en- 
titled the Adelaide Land and Gold Mining Company, en commandite.

From the foregoing, it will be seen that the sums required for Australia, with the 
addition of the Adelaide, have been 2,4447,500/. ; California, 1,730,000/., exclusive of 
the Rocky Bar; North American, 230,009/. ; miscellaneous, 651,000/., making a grand 
total of 5,058,5002, The sums supposed to be available are either subscribed or liable 
to be called up by fresh issue of shares in Great Britain are—Australia, 1,432,5002, ; 
Californian, 985,000/.; North American, 160,000/,; miscellaneous, 511,000/., making a 
total of 3,088.500/. This, it may be remembered, does not comprise those companies 
who have not yet allotted their shares, or are in course of allotment, but simply those 
who have been before the public, and are believed to be in some measure in activity. 
The aspects of the gold mining market have, during the past year, been characterised 
with great fluctuations, at some periods showing an undue depression, at others great 
buoyancy, and occasionally, which has lasted for some time, great flatness; this has 
arisen from the receipt of intelligence, and the amount of buyers or sellers, as the case 
might be, preponderating in the market. It has been a matter of regret that some 
uniform regulation has not been observed with regard to the constitution of the several 
companies, some being by Royal Charter, others by deed under the Joint-Stock Com- 
panies’ Act, while a few are under colonial regulations, numerous under the Cost-book 
System, and several the French Law, en commandite, as wellas the United States code. 
It has been suggested, that if some rules were adopted for all, and the law more clear! 
defined, that a wide field for speculation would be afforded, especially where Briti 
capital was required to carry out the operations of the several undertakings. Great 
ieaprovementahare taken placein machinery for crushing the gold —. and Bagges 
steam-stamps have been adopted by several of the most influential companies. We 
have not alluded to any of the more ancient gold mining adventures, not out of any 
disrespect to them, but as we only premised to give a summary of those of 1851 and 
1852, we were necessarily obliged to oinit them from our category. In conclusion, our 
best thanks are due to those gentlemen connected with the several companies who 
have so courteously afforded us information; and it is only tempered with the regret 
that in a few, we are happy to say very few, instances (and this only in Australian 
companies) it has been churlishty withheld from us.
